Report TRCS99-10, University of California, Dept. of Computer Science, April 1999, remains the closet 
art in searching.

Reasons for Allowance 

7. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

Prior of record, Bogda et al., teaches removing unnecessary synchronization in Java applications, 
where the teaching includes the discussion of a class exception, statically identifiable by any user via field 
names. Bogda discusses about method invocation and its rules and provides scanning as a formal 
technique detecting elements in a program or a file. 

However, Applicants pointing out that Bogda' teaching does not detect resource exception errors. 
Applications pointed out that Bogda's reference detects pre-existing throw and catch statements existing 
in the code to perform pre-existing exception handling (Remarks, p. 12). 

Therefore, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior arts 
taken alone or in combination fail to teach claimed invention that comprises the steps as recited in the 
Claim 1 , and in such manners as recited in independent Claims 2, 22, 23, 43, 44.
